WAR  EFFORT  IN  MAN  POWER 

Brlgadier-Oeneral  J.  A Clark,  of  Vancouver, 
has  written  a couple  of  letters  to  Mr.  Mackenzie 
King  on  the  subject  of  Canadas  war  effort  with 
particular  relation  to  the  need  for  conscription. 
No  record  has  been  made  public  of  any  replies 
received  from  the  Prime  Minister.  In  his  latest 
communication  Brigadier-General  Clark  says: 
•You  'Mr.  King'  stated  when  comparing  our 
effort  with  that  of  the  last  war  'Today  Canadas 
army  already  numbers  200,000  men  enlisted  for 
service  H)  my  pari  or  the  world  ’ May  I remind 
you  that  our  population  today  is  50  per  cent 
grester  than  in  1914.  yet  310.146  Csnadians  shed 
their  blood  on  the  battlefield  in  the  last  war  At 
the  same  comparative  period  In  that  war  three 
Canadian  divisions,  totaling  60.000  men.  were 
fighting  In  France,  another  division  of  20,000  men 
was  on  the  point  of  leaving  for  France,  with 
many  additional  thousands  of  reinforcements  in 
England  ready  to  replace  casualties.'' 

Brigadler-Oeneral  Clark  replies  also  to  another 
statement  made  by  the  Prime  Minister,  when  the 
latter  said  "The  army  today  is  a very  different 
kind  of  army  than  that  of  a quarter  of  a century 
ago  A modern  mechanized  force  Is  far  more 
difficult  to  bring  into  being,  far  more  costly,  to 
equip  and  maintain.  Experience  has  taught  us 
that  men  without  machines  have  no  place  in 
warfare  today."  Alluding  to  this  Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Clark  says  "What  mechanized  force,  may  I 
Ask,  has  been  brought  Into  bring'’  I am  sure  you 
will  agree  that  airplanes,  tanks,  armored  cars 
and  guna  have  been  responsible  for  Germany's 
success.  What  chance  would  Canadians  have 
against  Germany  If  we  were  obliged  to  rely  upon 
the  airplanes,  tanks,  armored  cars  and  guns  that 
we  have  produced?  Has  Canada  turned  out  one 
alrplanr  complete  with  engine*" 

In  this  war  the  only  comparison  worth  while. 
In  the  opinion  of  Brigadier-General  Clark,  is 
whether  we  are  outstripping  Germany  both  In 
production  and  trained  man -power.  He  says  this 
Dominion  has  approximately  2,300.000  men  of 
military  age,  or  one-sixth  of  what  Germany  has. 
The  latter  country  Is  reputed  to  have  250  divi- 
sions. 70  of  these  raised  and  equipped  since  the 
War  began.  One-aixth  of  these  would  b«  41 
divisions,  wherpas  Canada  actually  has  two  divi- 
sions of  15.000  men  each  ready  to  fight.  There  is 
another  division  recently  recruited  and  two  more 
in  the  making,  Then  Brigadier-General  Clark 
says  In  his  letter  to  Mr  King  "These  account  for 

76.000  men  at  the  most,  You  say  Canada  has 

200.000  men  enlisted  for  service  In  any  pari  of 
tJie  world.  Where  are  the  125.000  men  who  do  not 
appear  to  be  In  any  existing  formation.  Why 
have  they  not  been  called  upon  to  complete  the 
3rd  and  4th  and  Armored  Divisions." 

The  writer  says  further:  "In  the  air  Oermany  Is 
reputed  to  have  1.200  squadrons  of  fighters  and 
bombers.  You  'Mr  King!  stated  that  Canada  has 
until  recently  had  three  squadrons  In  England.  I 
recall,  however,  a statement  made  by  you  In 
Parliament  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  we  would 
have  25  squadrons  In  England.  Our  proportion 
of  Oermany  a total  would  be  200  " 

It  Is  not  to  be  expected,  for  the  time  being  at 
least  that  the  strong  statements  of  Brigadier- 
General  Clark  will  have  the  effect  of  converting 
the  Prime  Minister  to  a belief  in  what  so  many 
people  in  Canada  are  thinking  Mr  King  in  his 
tour,  could  not  have  failed  to  have  noted  the 
strong  sentiment  there  Is  in  the  Canadian  West, 
in  Calgary  and  elsewhere,  in  favor  of  conscription 
for  overseas  service.  He  has,  so  far,  closed  his 
ears  to  the  appeal  that  Is  being  made  and  has 
fallen  back  on  the  pledge  he  gave  to  the  people 
In  a pre-election  statement  Those  who  are  to 
fight  overseas  are  only  those  who  choose  to  adopt 
this  course.  What  If  they  do  not  choose?  Up  to 
date  for  every  man  who  comes  forward  to 
volunteer  for  overseas  service  from  seven  to  eight 
are  holding  back.  It  is  surely  the  duty  of  the 
Frlme  Minister  under  such  circumstances  to 
explain  how  he  visualizes  Canada  as  taking  part 
In  the  War  "to  the  utmost  of  her  strength." 

A GREAT  LITTLE  COLLEGE 

A small  college  In  a small  town  has  recently 
effected  an  educational  revolution  which  Is  of 
vital  interest  not  only  to  colleges  and  universities 
everywhere  but  also  to  every  clllsen  In  academic 
life  or  out  of  it.  common -schooled  or  college-bred 
The  college  though  small  Is  an  old  one.  dating 
from  the  last  decade  of  the  seventeenth  century 
8t.  John's  College  in  Annapolis,  Maryland,  a town 
of  thirteen  thousand  people,  la  the  third  oldest 
college  In  the  United  States.  The  change  made 
In  this  Institution  was  not  a destroying  revolution 
It  was  a preservative  one.  In  that  It  Involved  a 
return  to  the  principles  upun  which  the  college 
was  founded 

Four  years  ago  SL  John's  College  was  In  a bad 
way.  ft  was  $400  000  in  debt,  its  buildings  and 
other  physical  equipment  were  In  disrepair,  the 
faculty  was  demoralised,  the  college  had  lost  Its 
"credit  rating."  the  student  body  was  declining 
In  number  and  the  college  was  on  the  verge  of 
bankruptcy.  The  College  Board  of  Trustees,  how- 
ever. In  the  belief  that  the  financial  problem  was 
the  reflection  of  an  educational  one.  resolved  to 
make  a drastic  change  In  the  scholastic  pro- 
gramme. The  typo  of  education  decided  upon 
wu  by  no  means  a novel  experiment.  On 
the  contrary,  it  had  been  tried  and  proved  long 
ago  by  educators  of  high  repute  In  human  history. 
It  was  Indeed  the  very  kind  of  education  In  which 
the  original  founders  of  Bt.  John's  believed  Their 
educational  confession  of  faith  had  been  set  forth 
in  its  charter.  SL  John's  had  been  founded  as  a 
college  of  liberal  arts.  Tta  original  and  declared 
purpose  was  to  provide  a liberal  education. 

Unfortunately  It  had  departed  from  the  tradi- 
tions of  the  eiders.  The  old  system  designed  for 
general  or  liberal  education  had  been  put  out  or 
gear  The  "elective"  system,  eo  popular  in  the 
United  States,  had  been  Introduced  Into  St 
Johns.

vegetables.,  boiled  fruits,  eggs,  meat, 
and  full  which  contain  little  rough-

We  now  leam  that  the  consump- 
tion of  gaa-  is  not  to  be  reduced  be- 
cause the  Government  fears  the 
effect  the  news  may  have  on  the 
enemy.  Does  Mr.  Mackenzie  King 
intend  to  hold  Canada  "subject"  to 
opinion  from  Berlin  or  the  Berlin 
satellites  In  the  U8.A.I  Where  I* 
the  pride  of  the  Canadian  people 
that  they  are  allowing  the  glory  of 
their  country  lo  be  subjected  to  the 
approval"  of  the  enemy?
